NATAL. 


The “ British South African Export Gazette” of 6th inst. draws 
attention to the fact that the announcement 
Motor Waggons. recently made of the introduction of the first 
motor car into Pietermaritzburg, a steam-driven 
_naedges American machine, which was casually purchased in 
apetown, reveals the extent of the neglect by English manu- 
facturers of the important opening for these machines in South 
Africa. Observations to the same purport were recently made by 
a Belgian newspaper, which pointed out as a surprising fact that 
in a country where horses have so many diseases to struggle with, 
motor pleasure cars have made little headway. In the case of 
Durban and its outskirts, the excellent railway and tramway 
services partly account for the fact that so far very few motor cars 
and motor cycles have been introduced; but these factors do not 
exist elsewhere. Viewed in the aggregate, it is said that the 
importation of motor cars for private use is never likely to become 
considerable in Natal. The case however, is different with regard 
to vehicles for the transport of goods. The considerable distance 
separating Port Natal from the city is insufficiently served’ by the 
railway facilities ; as a consequence, the animal traction resorted 
to might be advantageously replaced by motor waggons. For 10 
to 14 h.p. petrol or spirit motor cars, carrying loads of 2, 24, or 
3 tons, and not exceeding a gross weight of 3} tons, there should 
be a considerable opening. The local regulations governing 
vehicles in force require the motor to be noiseless, and the escape 
of steam or smoke must be very small. Leather driving gear, it 
is considered, is unsuitable, the climate of Durban being extremely 
a2 
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damp. <A point insisted upon as indispensable is that the 
mechanism must be simple, in order to render repairs as easy as 
possible. Finally, the roads being very dusty, all the working 
parts should be protected against the ingress of dust. 


BRITISH CENTRAL AFRICA. 
A despatch, dated 14th April last, has been received at the Foreign 
Agricultaral Office from H.M. Commissioner and Consul- 
General at Zomba, in which it is stated that the 
amount of land under cultivation in the British 
Central Africa Protectorate by Europeans is not very great in 
extent, and owing to the low price of coffee, planters and farmers 
are laying out as little money as possible on their properties. 
Unskilled labour being extremely cheap in British Central Africa, 
a large amount of manual work is done by natives which would in 

most countries be more cheaply done by machinery. 

H.M. Commissioner adds that in the event of a rise in the price 
of coffee, or should the endeavours of some of the planters at Zomba 
to open a tobacco market in South Africa prove successful, there is 
no doubt that there would be an increased market there for the 
more simple descriptions of agricultural implements, 

In reply to various questions with regard to the trade of the 
country in industrial and agricultural machinery, H.M. Com- 
missioner reports that practically no agricultural implements 
made locally are in use in the country, and that very few native 
hoes are now made. Up till lately only coffee pulpers were 
imported, but recently harrows, ploughs, cultivators and traction 
engines have arrived, the last being, as yet, used solely for 
transport purposes. It is said that any improved types of labour- 
saving machinery for agricultural purposes, such as machinery 
suitable for clearing weeds from coffee gardens, and suitable types 
of engines for taking heavy gradients and soft roads would be 
likely to sell there if properly put before the users. 

As regards machinery for industrial purposes, only two fixed 
steam engines have at present been introduced, and these are 
believed to have been of Scotch make. The classes of machinery 
not at present in use in the country which would be likely to sell 
there if properly put before the users are stated to be corn mills 
and a good class of pumps, also cheap and effective well sinkers.

Milea, of a total length of 313 miles are under construction ; 
concessions have been granted for two lines Olympia-Karytaina 
and Athens-Penteli (45 miles); and five other lines (174 miles) are 
projected, viz., Itea-Brallo, Kalavryta-Tripoli, Karytaina-Megalo- 
polis, Kyparissia-Pylia, and Leontari-Gythion. When all the lines 
in course of construction or projected are built, the railway system 
of the Peloponnesus will be complete. At present a junction 
between the Thessalian railways and those of North-Western 
Greece is out of the question, as the two provinces are separated 
by the Agrapha Mountains, and the advantages to be obtained 
from unbroken communication are not such as to justify the 
expenditure of an immense amount for boring a tunnel through 
the mountain. The receipts of the railway companies in 1900 
show an increase compared with 1899, but the growth in revenue 
is very slow in consequence of the competition of cheap sea- 
transport. The most prosperous of all Greek railways is the 
Athens-Pirzeus, on which electricity will shortly supersede steam 
as motive power.

PERU. 


H.M. Consul-General at Callao reports that the Peruvian Minister 
of Public Works in his annual statement, which 


laid before Congress during the last Session, 
Harb in So emphasised the absolute necessity of arriving at 
our Works. 4 final settlement of the long-pending questions 
between the Government and the Peruvian Corporation. This

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official declaration is important, and it is to be hoped that it will 
now be acted upon. The main difficulties which have arisen 
between the Government of Peru and the Corporation turn upon 
the non-payment by the Government of annuities of 80,0001. which 
were to be paid for a certain number of years, and on the fact that 
the Peruvian Corporation have not constructed 100 miles of railway 
in directions laid down by the contract. The Corporation maintain 
that they could not build the 100 miles of railway above referred 
to, simply because the annuities of 80,0001. were not paid, as 
otherwise it would have been an easy matter to have raised all the 
money which was required for the construction of the line or lines 
in question. However, the situation of the Corporation having 
improved of late, owing to increased traffic receipts, they have 
applied to the proper Department of State for the necessary 
authorisation to commence building the 100 miles of railway above 
referred to, by extending the tine from Pacasmayo to Guadaloupe, 
as far as Cayalti, 27 miles north of Guadaloupe. They have also 
proposed to enter into a special contract for the construction of a 
costly breakwater at Mollendo, the port of Arequipa. By a Law 
passed in 1892, the Government were authorised to levy an 
additional duty of 8 per cent. on all imports, for the purpose of 
paying the annuities due to the Corporation. This extra duty has 
produced the following sums from 1896 to 1901 :—

Inasmuch as the Government now dispose of nearly 60,0001. a 
year for the sole purpose of paying the annuities due to the 
Corporation, and as the Corporation are prepared to undertake the 
construction of works of great importance to the country, there is 
no longer any reason for delaying a settlement, and, therefore, 
every effort should be made by the parties to the contract in order 
to put an end to the present situation, which is so injurious to all 
concerned. 


In the same report H.M. Consul-General says that the use of 
electricity for purposes of illumination is 
Electrical Plant. increasing rapidly in Peru. The town of Lima 
is now entirely lighted by electricity. This 
illuminant is also extensively used in private houses in Lima, and 
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supplied by three companies, The town of Arequipa is also 
lighted to a considerable extent by electricity, and companies are 
being formed for lighting Callao, Trujillo, and Chiclayo, in the 
same manner. The electrical plant chiefly comes from the United 
States. Notwithstanding the initial advantages possessed by the 
United States in the matter of electrical plant, it would seem that 
this is a branch of industry which fully deserves close attention on 
the part of British manufacturers, as the demand for electrical 
plant throughout South America must eventually become 
enormous. British machinery of this class is barely mentioned in 
this country. German dynamos and motors have been tried, but 
although well finished, they are looked upon as being too 
complicated. 

It is also highly probable that a demand for power transmission 
lines for various purposes must arise sooner or later, as the natural 
configuration of the ground in this country can be turned to 
account for the development of immense power, at comparatively 
little cost.

Moreover, a number of applications for 
further authorisations to put up new installations have been made 
lately. Most of the telephonic appliances now come from Sweden. 
Only very small orders have been placed in the United Kingdom, 
on the ground that the instruments and appliances made by 
British manufacturers are quite unsuitable for use in this country. 
Inasmuch as the demand for telephonic apparatus must, in the 
near future, become very large in South America, this branch of 
industry may be deserving more attention than it appears to 
receive at present in the United Kingdom. 


All Peruvian towns, including Lima, require to be drained properly 
Ref and to acquire furnaces for the destruction of 
Suiivenieen refuse. This remark applies also to nearly all 
: Central and South American towns. British 
manufacturers of refuse destructors might periodically send a short 
prospectus to all South American municipalities of any importance 
in which the advantages of the system should be explained, but, 
of course, in the language of the country. Another essential 
point is to furnish estimates of installations according to size, 
otherwise it will be thought that the cost of these installations is 
so high as to preclude all possibility of acquiring them. Time 
should also, in some cases, be given for payment. 
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H.M. Consul-General at Callao further reports that the construction 


Need of of a large graving dock at that port would be 
Graving Dock of importance to foreign navies and the mer- 
at ah cantile marine. Large merchant steamers, 


some having a carrying capacity of from 8,000 
to. 10,000 tons, entered the port during 1901, but there is no 
accommodation for docking such vessels at Callao. 

Within the last few months three large foreign warships have 
left Callao for the purpose of going into the Government dock at 
Talcahuano. That is a very fine dock, but it is usually occupied 
by Chilian warships, and lies in a latitude where very rough 
weather is at times experienced. Therefore, it is not always 
convenient to send a vessel there which has sustained serious 
damage. 

Callao is one of the few places between San Francisco (nearly 
38 deg. north latitude) and Talcahuano (about 37 deg. south 
latitude) where “a dry dock could be of great use. Owing to its 
geographical position, the smoothness of the water at all times, 
and the excellence of the harbour, which is entered by ships of the 
largest draught at all hours without a pilot, with perfect safety, 
this port would probably be resorted to more frequently than is 
the case at present by passing steamers and others requiring 
repairs if greater facilities for the purpose existed. The completion 
of an interoceanic waterway, which would seem to be no longer a 
remote contingency, might also add to the importance of Callao as 
a port of call. 

The Peruvian Minister of Public Works states that the Govern- 
ment are prepared to grant a concession to any firm of responsibility 
willing to undertake the work. However, it is doubtful whether 
the construction of such a dock would prove a successful under- 
taking from a financial point of view, unless the company received 
a certain amount of support at first from the Peruvian Government 
or foreign Admiralties. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,807.)

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FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
MAY, 1902. 


1—GENERAL. 


The trade returns for May, 1902, show an increase as com- 
pared with the corresponding month of 1901 in the values of the 
Imports into the United Kingdom, but a decrease in the values of 
the Exports of British and Irish produce and manufactures, and 
of the Exports of foreign and Colonial merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in May, 1902, was 43,353,7051., 
an increase of 926,9461., or 2:2 per cent., as compared with 
those in May, 1901, whilst the total Exports amounted to 
28,088,7211., showing a net decrease of 1,304,170/. The Exports 
of British and Irish produce and manufactures alone show a 
decrease of 504,688/., or 2:1 per cent., as compared with May, 
1901, whilst there is a decrease of 799,482I., or 13:2 per cent. in 
the Exports of foreign and Colonial merchandise.

FLAX-GROWING IN NEW SOUTH WALES. 


The “ Agricultural Gazette of New South Wales” for April last 
states that in the few attempts made in flax-growing in some of 
the cooler portions of New South Wales, the results, so far as 
concerned growth of the plants, have been very encouraging. The 
New South Wales Department of Agriculture has for a long time 
recommended the culture of this crop for the sake of the linseed, 
for which, as the dairy industry expands, there is an ever-increasing 
demand. In Victoria, where the facilities for the successful 
production of flax are no greater than is possessed in New South 
Wales, this crop has received considerable attention, and the 
industry, among farmers’ subsidiaries, is rapidly attaining an 
important place. 

Mr. Herman Wolff, of Traralgon, Victoria, in an article in the 
Melbourne “ Leader,” gives a most instructive account of his 
experience in flax production, in the course of which he writes as 
follows :— 

“We (Messrs. Wolff Brothers) have no hesitation in affirming 
that flax-growing ought to become one of the principal rural 
industries of such States as Victoria, New South Wales, South 
Australia, and Tasmania. After having to do with dairying for a 
‘number of years we chose flax-growing as the more congenial and 
profitable, while at the same time the two industries are dependent 
on each other, inasmuch as the by-products of the flax—namely, 
linseed—is excellent feed for calves, and the oil cake is invaluable 
as feed for milch cows in the winter months.”

Articles dutiable at various rates—When articles dutiable at 
various rates are indiscriminately mixed, it is the duty of the 
importer, and not of the Collector of Customs, so to separate and 
identify them that it can be determined what portions are dutiable 
at the various rates applicable. When the importer fails to 
separate and identify his goods in this manner, protest against the 
Collector’s decision will be overruled. 

Bagging composed of plain woven single jute yarns of compara- 
tively fine texture, suitable for the bagging of beans, potatoes, &c., 
but not of cotton (other than special kinds such as “Sea Island” 
cotton), is held not to be “bagging for cotton” within the 
meaning of para. 344 of the Tariff, but to be dutiable as a 
plain woven fabric of single jute yarns, according to width, weight, 
and count of threads, under para. 341. 

Cod-liver oil is dutiable as a “ fish oil,” under para. 42 of the 
Tariff, at the rate of 8 cents per gallon (43d. per imperial gallon). 


With reference to notices which have previously appeared in the 
“ Journal” on the subject of the forfeiture of 
spirits imported from Canada into the United 
States in certain receptacles, it is notified in a 
recent Circular of the United States Treasury Department that 
spirits in transit through Canada are not to be considered as 
inyported therefrom, for the purposes of the forfeiture clause of 
para. 290 of the Tariff.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


The United States Geological has completed 
. report upon the production of nickel and cobalt 
1901, an advance abstract from which 
‘appeared in the “Iron Age” (New York) of 

22nd ult. on which the following particulars are based : — 

Nearly all the nickel used in the United States is obtained 
from the mines in the Sudbury district, Canada, which produce 
probably one-half of the nickel used in the world. The other chief 
sources of nickel are the mines of New Caledonia, in the Pacific 
Ocean, and of Silesia, Austria. Nickel deposits are being 
developed satisfactorily near Hangesund, in Norway, and a sup- 
posed extensive deposit of nickel has been discovered on the head 

“waters of Tulameen River, British Columbia. 

The only nickel and cobalt produced in the United States during 
1901 were as by-products at Mine Lamotte, Missouri, and the 

' matte containing the nickel and cobalt was refined at Constable 
Hook and Camden, New Jersey. There were obtained 6,700 lbs. 
of nickel, valued at 3,551 dols. (740/.), and 13,360 lbs. of cobalt 
oxide, as compared with 9,715 lbs. of nickel, valued at 3,886 dols. 
(8101.), and 6,471 Ibs. of cobalt oxide produced in 1900. This is 
a decrease of 3,015 lbs. in the production of nickel, and an increase 
of 6,889 lbs. in the production of cobalt oxide. The greater part 
of the nickel-copper matte from the Sudbury mines is refined in 
the United States. 

The amount of nickel imported and entered for consumption 
in the United States in 1901 was 117,364,437 lbs., valued at 
1,847,166 dols. (885,000/.), as compared with 57,955,988 lbs. of 
nickel matte, &c., valued at 1,323,630 dols. (276, 0002) i in 1900. 
The amount of nickel produced from matte ore imported into the 
United States was 10,497,097 lbs., worth between 1,000.000/. and 
1,200,000/. There was a decided increase in the production of 
nickel from New Caledonia ores in 1901. The price of nickel 
oxide has been about 5 cents (2d.) lower per pound than the 
metal, while the cobalt oxide has been sold at 2°25 dols. (9s. 44d.) 
a pound. ‘The nickel industry is increasing rapidly, and there has 
been also a decided increase in the amount of nickel used in the 
United States. The export of nickel oxide and matte from the 
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United States in 1901 was 5,869,655 Ibs., as compared with 
5,869,906 lbs. in 1900. 


The amount of cobalt oxide imported into the United States in 


1901 was 71,969 lbs., valued at 134,208 dols. (27,960/.), as compared 
with 54,073 lbs., valued at 88,651 ‘dols. (18,4691.) in 1900. 


YARNS AND TEXTILES, 
BRITISH INDIA. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the India Office, a 
Woollen memorandum on the woollen industry of 
Industry British India, which states that this industry 

f expands but slowly, compared with the ex- 
pansion of cotton and jute mills. There were only four mills at 
work at the close of 1901—one at Cawnpore, one at Dhariwal in 
the Panjab, one in the city of Bombay, and one at Bangalore— 


containing 594 looms and 22,986 spindles. The capital employed in. 


the industry is also relatively small, amounting only to Rs. 44,50,000. 
Only two of the mills, those at Cawnpore and Dhariwal, are of 
importance, the capital of these two concerns (Rs. 32,00,000) 
representing about 72 per cent. of the whole. These two millis 
weave cloth for the use of the army and police, and generally. 
articles of more or less superior quality, using for the purpose an 
admixture of Australian wool. There is, however, not much 


demand in India for woollen goods except for descriptions which, 
could hardly be profitably made in India in competition with the.. 


European mills, and any large expansion of the industry can 
hardly be anticipated. 

There are in various places factories for the weaving of carpets 
and rugs, and of pattw and pashmina, but, though these industries 
are in the aggregate extensive, they are individually small, and the 
weaving is done in hand-looms. ‘There is a somewhat considerable 
export trade in Indian carpets and rugs, but it has not increased 
during the last three years.

exceptionally cold wet weather which has prevailed throughout 
the present month. 
It is estimated that the crop will probably be double that of last 
year, and that not less than 30,000 tons of dried fruit will be 
available for exportation.

TURKEY.

The harvested crop of the smoke-dried tobacco, known as 
“ Abou-Riha,” is estimated at 500 tons. It is more or less certain 
that of this quantity some 350 tons will be exported during the 
year to England (London and Liverpool), and 50 to Egypt and 
European countries other than England. The remaining 100 tons 
will probably, owing to their inferior quality, remain on the 
growers’ hands, or be destroyed by the Régie as having been 
abandoned and having deteriorated in their depéts. It is possible, 
however, that some of this also may be sent to the United 
Kingdom, owing to the great demand and high prices now ruling 
there. 

The above does not apply to the other quality grown in the 
Lattakia district, called Shek-el-Bent, which is not exported to 
England. 
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MEXICO. 
According to a report by the Belgian Consul at Mexico City 

Production of published in the “Bulletin Commercial” 

Tobacco in (Brussels) of the 17th ult., the production of 
etn, tobacco in Mexico has recently increased 
considerably, owing to the fact that several new 

plantations have been cultivated. 

During the last five years the exports of this article have varied 
greatly, attaining their highest point in 1898, during which year 
7,997,352 lbs. of tobacco in leaf, and 1,250, 000 Ibs. of manufactured 
tobacco were exported. 

The districts where this kind of cultivation has increased to the 
greatest extent are those of San Andres Tuxtla and Playa Vincente 
in the State of Vera Cruz, Tepic in the West of the State of Jalisco, 
and the States of Oaxaca, Puebla, and Chiapas. 

During the year 1900, the local factories have consumed a total of 
15,000,000 lbs. of tobacco of which 2,000,000 lbs. came from Virginia. 

The production of tobacco in leaf in Mexico for the year 1902 is 
estimated at 17,000,000 lbs. 

During the year 1900, Mexican factories have produced 
377,502,882 pepe of cigarettes, containing 15 to 25 cigarettes 
each, and 120,536,924 cigars. 

The tobacco planters and manufacturers state that the quality of 
Mexican tobacco has greatly improved and that at the present time 
it is almost, if not quite, equal to the best products of Cuba.

GERMANY. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office,

— of at Berlin, in which it is stated that no statistics 
5 ci hee are available as to the production of ropemakers’ 
wares in Germany, but according to a careful estimate by a very 
reliable and trustworthy authority on the subject, the German 
works manufacture 200,000 quintals of 100 kilogs. (441,000 cwts.) 
per annum, about half being twines, and the remainder weaving 
yarns, shoemakers, saddlers, netmakers and other yarns, cordage, 
&c. This figure does not include the quantity produced by small 
firms or the cottage industry. 


BELGIUM. 


With reference to notices which have appeared from time to time 
in the “ Board of ‘Irade Journal” (August, 
1896, p. 184; September, 1898. pp. 310-11, 
Alcohol for April, 1899, p. 458) relative to the drawback of 
Industrial excise duty, in Belgium, on alcohol employed 
for industrial purposes, the “ Moniteur Belge” 
Punpeses. of Ist inst., contains a Decree modifying the 
drawback on alcohol employed in refining and washing raw oils, 
as well as in the manufacture of aniline colours, artificial flowers, 
transparent soaps, tannin, pyrotechnical products, and smokeless 
powder, from 64 francs to 90 francs per hectol. of alcohol of 
50 deg. (Gay Lussac) at a temperature of 15 deg. Centigrade. 


PERU. 

With reference to the notice on p. 439 of last week’s issue of the 
“ Journal” respecting an International Exhibi- 
ry of tion of the Industrial Appliances of Alcohol to 
be held at Lima in November next, H.M. 
Consul-General at Callao, in his recent report to the Foreign Office, 
states that the annual production of alcohol from sugar-cane is 
estimated at over 2,000,000 gallons, of which 600,000 gallons are 
exported to Bolivia, but, if other outlets could be secured, there 
would be no difficulty in increasing the production largely. 
Producers look forward to the use of alcohol in various branches of 
industry as the only means of developing their business. (Foreign

This report shows that at the end of 1900, 29 Light Railway 
Orders were before the Board of Trade for consideration, 22 of 
which were confirmed during 1901. Forty-five fresh Orders were 
submitted by the Light Railway Commissioners during 1901, and 
of these 27 were confirmed during the year, 3 were rejected, and 
15 were still under consideration at the end of 1901. Appended 
to the report are lists of all Orders confirmed of applications for 
Light Railway Orders, &c.

Ordnance Survey Maps of Great Britain and Ireland. 

The Ordnance Survey are issuing a new series of folding pocket 
maps for England and Wales on the scale of one inch to the mile. 
The maps are printed in colours on sheets 18 by 12 inches, mounted 
on canvas, in a cover or flat, price 1s,each. The one-inch map can 
also be procured at the same price in black and white, showing 
outline and contours; or in outline, with hills printed either in 
black or brown: the outline map has recently been revised. These 
maps are not only useful for general topographical purposes, but 
should also prove serviceable to cyclists and pedestrians, since they 
show all roads, indicating their character, and whether metalled or 
not, footpaths, hills, rivers, towns, villages, railway stations, and 
local boundaries. 

Combined one-inch outline maps have also been published of 
Bath, Birmingham, Bournemouth, Bradford, Brighton and Worth- 
ing, Bristol, Chatham, Clovelly, Derby, Dorchester and Portland, 
Gloucester and Cheltenham, Huddersfield, Leeds, Leicester, 
Liverpool, London, Manchester, Nottingham, Plymouth, Rugby, 
Sheffield and the Peak, Warrington, Warwick and Leamington, 
Weymouth, Winchester, Aberdeen, Dundee, Glasgow, the Isle of 
Wight, the Lake District of England, the New Forest, and 
South-East Kent. Additional maps are in course of preparation. 

These combined maps are based on the revised one-inch map. 
In most cases they are being published folded in covers, and with 
the principal roads coloured, at prices varying from 1s. to 1s. 6d. 

Cheap maps of counties, groups of counties, or districts, are also 
being published on the }-in. scale, with main roads coloured, at 
6d. plain, or 9d. if folded in a cover. 

There are agents for the sale of Ordnance Survey Maps in most 
of the chief towns, and maps can be ordered and indexes, &c., seen 
at many Head Post Offices, in places where there are no agents. 
They can also be ordered, through any bookseller, from the Director- 
General, Ordnance Survey, Southampton ; or in the case of Ireland, 
from the Officer in Charge, Ordnance Survey, Dublin.

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THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH 


OF THE 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board 
of Trade has been established with a view to meet the constantly increas- 
ing demand for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, 
so far as it can be met by Government action. In deciding to establish 
this new branch, the Board of Trade were largely influenced by the recom- 
mendations contained in the Report* of a Departmental Committee com- 
posed not only of representatives of the various Government Departments 
concerned, but also of prominent representatives of commercial interests, 
which was appointed in July, 1897. The Committee referred to was re- 
quested to consider and advise (1) as to the best means of collecting and 
of disseminating among those interested prompt and accurate information 
upon commercial subjects, and (2) as to the collection of samples, especially 
of goods of foreign manufacture competing with British productions, 
and the exhibition of such samples to manufacturers and traders in this 
country. As a result of their deliberations the Committee recommended 
under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board of Trade, 
on lines which the Board have followed generally in the creation of the 
Intelligence Branch, and this Branch is consequently intended to become 
a centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest shall 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, 
it is the duty of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford 
information in reply to all inquiries on commercial matters which may 
be addressed to it, whether written or verbal. a 

The office, which is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, 8.W., was opened on the 23rd October, 1899; its principal officer 
(under the Controller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and Labour 
Departments of the Board of Trade) being Mr. T. Worthington, who 
recently acted as Special Commissioner to the Board in an inquiry into 
the condition and prospects of British trade in certain South American 
countries. The “Intelligence Branch” will endeavour, on application 
being made to it, to supply information with regard to the following sub- 
jects, viz.:—Commercial Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and 
Colonial Tariffs; Excise and “ Consumption” duties; Port, Harbour, and 
Tonnage dues, and other charges on Shipping; Customs Kegulations ; 
Consular Fees; Forms of Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning 
Commercial Travellers; Trading Licenses; Foreign and Colonial Con- 
tracts open to Tender; Foreign and Colonial Bounties; Lasts of Firms 
abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different localities, §c., Fc. 
An inquiry Room, at which copies of official publications, directories, and 
other works of reference may be consulted, is reserved at the offices of the 
Branch for the convenience of personal applicants. 

The “Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Branch and intended for general in- 
formation is conveyed to the public. The Journal, which, up to the close 
of 1899, was issued monthly at the price of 6d., is now issued weekly 
at the price of 1d.
